Biography 


I was born on January 13, 1897 in Strzemieszyce 
Wielkie! in Bedzinski County. I am the son of 
Wilhelm Morawski, a railway clerk and his wife 
Wiadystawa Niezabitowska. 


In 1914, I graduated from the Secondary school of 
the Arts in Wachock?. 


On August 14, 1914, I entered the Air Intelligence 
Unit of Captain Belina in Kielce. I was dispatched to 
the village of Laczno for a vehicle, and after a 
skirmish with the Bolsheviks; I was unable to return 
to my unit. Pursued by the Russian authorities, on 
October 27, 1914, I entered the Putawski Legion 
which was just forming at that time. 


I participated in the Legion’s whole campaign on the 
German front, and then later all the phases of re- 
formation of the Polish units in the east (Polish Rifle 
Brigade and Division. I served in the Knight’s 
Legion of the 3" Polish Corps in the East’. 


After returning to Poland, in response to a summons 
of the then Regency Council, I entered the 2™ 
Regiment of the Krechowce Lancers in Minsk 
Mazowiecki on October 27, 1918. I was then 
dispatched as part of an escort of General 
Rozwadowski on a journey to Lwéw on November 
22, 1918. On December 10, 1918 I entred the 1* 
Regiment of the Krechowce Lancers as par of which 
I fought in the MatoPolska and Wotyn Campaign. 


After surgery in August 1919 and a six month sick 
leave, I was transferred to Field Hospital No. 108 
where I worked as pay-roll officer and the director of 
the Administrative Office at the rank of sergeant’. 
On November 20, 1920, I was appointed by a 
decision of the 11" Division to the rank of Cadet 
Officer? as per the old rank system.

On August 23, 1921, I was placed on leave for an 
indeterminate period. From the day of my 
demobilization to August 1, 1923, I worked as an 
accountant in the head office of the Railway workers, 
Radom office, located in Skarzysko Kamienna. 


In August 1925 in accordance with the act of the 
Sejm® of December 17, 1920 which granted land to 
soldiers of the Polish armed forces, I received a land 
grant in the County of Réwne in Wolyn. From 1925 
to 1934 I worked as an accountant in the cooperative 
institutions of the Union of Settlers. From 1934 to the 
outbreak of WWII, I worked as an accountant for the 
town of Korzec in Wolyn. 


Together with my family, I was deported to the heart 
of the U.S.S.R. to Posiotek Potdniewica, Szarjisnski 
Rejon, Gorki Obtast.’ 


In January 1942, in Lugowoj, I enlisted in the 10" 
Division together with my two sons. My oldest son 
is currently an invalid living in Johannesburg, South 
Africa. My younger son is serving in 3rd Light 
Artillery Regiment.® 


As of November 19, 1942, I have been serving as 
head office administrator of Supply Warehouse 328. 


I was called to an 8 week training session in the 
reserves in 1928 which I did not attend due to illness. 
I was then appointed to the rank of Warrant Officer 
in the reserves until I received the rank of officer. 


Ihave the following medals from WWI: the Cross of 
Independence’, the Cross of Valour!® and from 1937 
the Silver Cross of Merit!!. From WWIII have the 
Bronze Cross of Merit with swords”.
